The  routine  work  of  the  District  has  been  ca\^i>eilon  ngyf^^ly  during 
the  year,  and  the  general  health  continues  to  be  excelJ!*«ii^[^^^^|9,«,^ses  of 
malnutrition  or , under-nutrition  have  been  brought  to  my  notiCeT  Measles 
(222  cases)  and  Whooping  Cough  (55  cases)  were  prevcalent,  of  a mild  type  with 
no  deaths.  Scarlet  Fever  (33  cases)  also  was  prevalent,  of  a mild  type,  no 
deaths  being  recorded.

Immunisation  has  been  continued,  and  special  efforts  to  protect 
more  children  under  school  age  are  being  made.  (One  case  was  notified  in  a 
non-immunized  child).  No  deaths.

I have  no  fi,|ures  as  to  incidence  and  prevalence.  Facilities 

for  early -‘treatment , which  is  so  important,  are  widely  advertised,  Propaganda 
methods  by  sex  education,  as  organised  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  have,  and  are  being  taken 
advantage  of  by  exhibition  of  posters,  distribution  of  leaflets,  and  giving 
of  lectures.

Milk  Supplies . 

In  a comprehensive  report  to  the  Council  at  the  end  of  1942,  I 
stressed  the  importance  of  the  following  points: - 

1*  The  complete  re-org'^nis.'^-tion  of  the  Milk  Industry 

2,  A large  inci^^asf=  in  the  Veterinary  Staffs. 

3*  The  training  of  more  milkers,  especially  women. 

4*  A better  and  more  uniform  standar*'^  i r>r.v.>or.+-. i on  of  herds  and 
premises, 

5*  An  endeavour  to  find  quicker  and  more  reliable  methods  of 
■sampling. 

A closer  collaboration  between  the  Veterinary  Staff  and 
Medical  Officers  of  Health. 


7*  speeding  up  in  forming  tubercle  free  herds. 

8,  A simplification  in  ..the  designations  of  milk  to  clear  up 
misunderstandings  in  the  mind  of  the  consumer. 


Most  of  these  matters  are  embodied  in  the  recent  '’IVhite  Paper"  and 
subsequent  Act,  dealing  with  the  Milk  Industry.

Inspections  of  all  the  Dairies  and.  Cowsheds  registered  in  the  District 
have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  several  of  the  premises  have  had 
works,  carried  out  to  bring  them  up  to  the  required  condition  of  fitness. 

There  are  "Accredited"  Milk  Producers,  and  8 "Tuberculin  Tested" 

Mil  Producers  in  the^  District.  ...  .. 

MILK  SAMPLING.  139  samples  were  taken  for  examination  under  the  Special 
Designation  ’* Accredited"  , 18  of  which  failed  to  pass  the  test  on  the  f iriit 
examination,  and  I60  samples  were  taken  for  biological  examination  for 
Tuberculosis,  of  which  2 were  found  to  be. Positive. 

WATBR  SUPPLY.  The  parishes  of  Costessey,  Cringleford  and  Trowse,  are 
served  direct  by  the  Norwich  Waterworks,  they  bein^  the  Water  Authority 
to  supply  these  parishes. 

The  parishes  of  Poringland,  part  of  Pramingham  iiarl-  and 
part  of  Stoke  Holy  Cross  (Upper  Stoke)  are  served  from  the  same  source, 
but  through  the  Rural  District  Council,  the  Water  Authority ‘for  the  Area 
who  receive  in  bulk  from  Norwich,  and  distribute  it 

This  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  parish  of  Hingham  is  supplied  with  water  from  the 
VVymondham  Urban  District  Council  Waterworks.  It  is  received  by  the  Rural 
District  Council,  the  Water  Authority  for  the  Area,  in  bulk,  distributed 
by  them,  and  from  its  main  to  Hingham  supplies  a few  premises  in  the 
Parishes  of  V/icklewood  and  Deopham  .(Hackford) . 

This  water  is  softened,  but  not  to  a degree  of  hardness 
liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  supply  from  both  the  before  mentioned  sources  is 


constant.

As  regards  water  supplies  generally  in  Parishes  in  the  District 
other  than  those  mentioned  above,  the  supply  is  by  means  of  wells, mostly 
shallow,  quality  only  fair.  Sufficiency  so  far  mostly  adequate,  but 
evidence  of  shortage  is  known  to  exist  in  the  Parishes  of  IVicklewood 
and  Ketteringham* 

In  the  Parish  of  VVicklewood,  the  Mains  should  be  extended,  and  the 
Parish  of  Hethersett  should  be  provided  with  a ^'^ain  supply,  the  well 
water  here  being  known  to  be  inferior.
